I am the QRP editor of the German ham Radio Magazin FUNKAMATEUR. Since last 
year we a running a series "Test the kit". This series was installed because my 
personel point of view is, that QRP not only is a big fun for old hams but QRP 
is the best way to help young people to become radio amateurs. Only in QRP you 
give them a chance to have a functional equipment for moderate money. If we 
would like to have young hams, pupils, students and young workers in our society 
in future, we have to show them how to do it under social aspects. 


Last week I got the SIERRA kit to test it and although I am in time trouble by 
QRL in the moment, I built the SIERRA last weekend. 

I started at 1 pm Saturday. Allthough I have my lis since 33 years and built a 
dozen or so txvrs in the last 2 years, for test purposal I do it exactly as 
asked to do by the manual. 


It was great! 


The best manual for newcomers i've seen since the old heathkit has gone. Missing 
nothing, finding answers for every question. 


At 6 pm I finished the main board, put off the iron to have some fun with the 
children for the rest of the day ;-((( 


Started again at 8am sunday morning, built the first (3.5 MHz) module. Did all 
the required test using the newcomer method I found in the manual (I even build 
that little RF Tester as described). 


Result: A living SIERRA on the first try with the minimal Equipment as total 
newcomers have in their shack. With the standard settings for all pots and caps 
as described in the manual, all parameters where whithin the tolerances, the 
oscillator was only some khz down the frequenzy. 

Listened to the first QSOs at 11am. 


Step by step I then did all the alignments as the manual told me, up to the 
"professional" method and some more for own interests. 


In the early evening I built the KC2, (-- In the past Ive seen some different 
PIC controlled keyers, counters and so one, but the KC2 is ingenious.), the ABX 
mod and the other little things (stop transmitting while programming the keyer, 
lighten the display) All worked on the first try. 


Wayne, you did a gread job for the amateur radio community. 


The SIERRA is an excellent hightec txvr for portable use. 36 mA current in 
receive mode (including KC2) is real fantastic for the quality one gets. 


But even in the shack, with only little restrictions running very big antennas 
(using of the stepless attenuator and Matchbox recommended), it does a good job. 
Its true: using of a selective frontend makes a NE602/612 work even in Europe 


By the way, I tried it with that little Z-match as described in SPRAT 84 and the 
last HAMBREW mag. The Z-match gives so much more selectivity, that i could use 
the Sierra on 7 MHz in the evening with nearly unattenuated frontend !! 


Now I am writing the "Test the kit " article, giving an enthusiastic report 
about my expierience in building a SIERRA. Next Summer it will be my standard 
station for my Canoe trips.

Originally, Daniel Wee, 9V1ZV, came up with the idea of doing a portable QRP 
operation in Singapore. He knew that the lack of a third party licensing 
agreement in Singapore had curtailed my hamming for the past few 

months, and he wanted to give me an opportunity to get on the air from 

9V1 land. What a guy! 


Daniel is a long-time contributor to this list, and is an active QRPer on 

20 meters. There are only about 80 Hams in the entire country of 

Singapore, and QRP is not one of the most popular modes of operation. 

In October, my wife was able to join me for 10 days in this beautiful 

city. We attended the October meeting of the Singapore Amateur Radio Transmitter 
Society (SARTS) and met several of the local Hams. Daniel was unable to attend 
that meeting, but Ian Carnegie, 9V1WD, hosted us for the 

evening. These are wonderful people, I greatly appreciated their 

hospitality. 


Back to the excursion. 


Orginally, our plans were to just set up a little QRP station on 20 
meters. But then we found out that this was the weekend for the CQ WW 
contest. So we altered the plans to include the CQ WW. If you can't 
fight em, then you join em. 


Daniel and I met up in front of the YMCA on Orchard Road at 5:30PM on 

Saturday, November 23rd. He was wearing a huge napsack, possibly the largest I 
have ever seen, filled with equipment. He came prepared. We went next door for a 
couple of Big Macs and then struck out to the site. 


Fort Canning was orginally constructed in the 1850's as a fortress and 

during WW2, it was used by the British as their military headquarters. 

Currently, all that remains of the old Fort is it's old gateway and the 

barrels of a couple of 18th century cannons. It has been made into a 

beautiful park which over looks the city. It is on a sizable hill and has lots of 
flowers and TREES. This was to be the site of our portable 

QRP station. BTW, according to Daniel, there had never been a portable 

QRP excursion in Singapore. We were making history. 


We found a suitable place next to the old gateway and started scouting 
the trees. Daniel had brought a 20 meter dipole, about 6 or 7 meters of 
RG58, some heavy string and a couple of weights. The antenna went up 


with out any problems. 


The station consisted mainly of an S&S Engineering ARK-20, an MFJ tuner, 
a Bencher key and a 6.5 AH Gell cell. In no time at all, we were 
hearing the familar CQ TEST that we were expecting to hear that evening. 


We worked a station in China, then Thailand, Maylasia, etc. These are 
considered locals to these guys. But, I was having a blast. The QRP 
station was working fine in the contest. Daniel, who is one heck of a 
fine CW operator, insisted on my manning the key. 


Around dark, we decided that our 20 meter dipole could use some trimming, 
so we proceeded to lower it and cut off a little at the ends. While the 
antenna was down, we heard a SHAAAZAPPP, BUZZZZ, ZZZZZ comming from the 
receiver. The Mercury vapor lights that were set to shine on the old 
gateway were just comming on, and they were eating us alive. 


Now, one nice about qrp, you can move quickly. We found a place that was 
away from the noise and proceeded to set up the antenna, now a long wire, 
in the dark. Slinging up an antenna in the dark is not as easy as it is 
when you have plenty of light. But we managed to get one end of the 

wire pretty high up in a scarey looking ole tree. The other end was 
suspended from a light post. Hey, it worked! 


By this time the Europeans were comming in strong enough for our little 
peanut whistle signal. We added Hungry, Swedan, Russia, and others to our log. 
We didn't hear very much from the states, however. 


About 9PM, we decided that it was time to dismantle our station and head 
home. With the aid of a couple of flash lights (torchlights, if you are 
in Singapore), we were able to gather it all up and poke it back into 
Daniel's napsack. We headed back down the hill, Daniel to the MRT 
station and me to my hotel on Orchard Road. 


It was a wonderful experience and I thank Daniel Wee for making all of 
the plans, getting the approval of the authorities and supplying the 
equipment. I am looking forward to our next excursion!

the honor of bringing the following to your attention. 


Did you know that the Colorado QRP Club offers three formal awards? One is for 
members only but the other two are available to anyone; all three are more than 
just wallpaper. They're inteaded to stimulate and reward QRP activity. And 
the certificates would look good on the wall of any shack. 


First, the members only award is the Board of Directors' Gold Star Award for QRP 
Activities. 

You get the award by earning 500 points through a variety of activities which 
support the Club, promote the Club, or promote QRP generally. There are several 
operating activities which earn points, including WAS (with no requirement for 
QSL card confirmation) . 


Second, anyone can apply for the COLORADO COUNTIES CERTIFICATE, which is awarded 
for working at least five separate counties in CO. There are (count them) 
sixty-three to choose from, so the basic award is pretty easy. But special 
seals are also awarded for working all of the counties in the five defined 
regions-- all 5 regions contain some very rare counties. CQC occasionally 
activates the rarer counties and we expect that sort of activity to increase. 
And we've decided to drop the requirement for QSL card confirmation. 


Finally, there is the CQC Communicator Certificate, which is brand new. You can 
earn this award by working 50 or more past or present members of CQC, on or 
after December ist 1997 (next Sunday).

I'm thinking about making a simple vertical for 17 meters out of some kind 
of pipe/tubing, and was wondering what others thought would be the 
best/cheapest (important point here!) type, diameter, etc. 


I'm planning on clamping this vertical to the side of some doubled 2x4's 
that I currently use as a dipole center support. The top of the 2x4's is at 
16 feet agl, and about 8 feet above the metal roof over my patio. The 
vertical would be clamped somewhere around 4-6 feet down from the top of the 
2x4's, with the remaining 7-9 feet obviously extending above the top of the 
boards. I'm picturing maybe 2 pipes, with the top section 0.D. being just 
small enough to be able to slip inside the lower pipe, and be clamped in 
place, with, say a hose clamp. This is where length adjustments would be 
made unless - hopefully - someone has a better idea ( I don't have a ladder 
that tall). 


I'm wondering if aluminum conduit would work, and if so, what diameter to 
start with on the bottom half? I could also use a type of PVC suitable for 
outside use, and run a good sized wire up the middle of it. Again, what 
diameter should I be looking at for stability? I don't plan on any part of 
the antenna being guyed, as the 4 or 8 or however many radials will be 
(somehow) attached to the 2x4's. 


Also, any suggestions on the physical feeding of this contraption, since I 
can't solder the copper coax conductor to the aluminum pipe (if I go that 
route)?

Jim, 


Yes, G5SRVs do work, especially when fed with ladder line all the way to 
the shack to an ATU. With this system, I recommend one of the C-L-C or 
L-C-L networks (PI or Tee) or the Z-match. The antenna is 3.8 wl long on 
80, which is just about the minimum for efficient operation, and of course 
is longer than 1/2 wl on all other HF bands. Hence, it will work quite 
well. If you have 135', then try the same treatment on the 1/2 wl 
80-meter dipole--better pattern on 80 and slightly different patterns on 
the upper bands. For any of these antennas, put a lot of thought into 
getting them just as high as you can manage. 


Incidentally, there are many G5RV kits available--check around for the 
best price and highest quality materials. Ox just get a couple of 70' 
rolls of #14 antenna wire from RS, a parallel feedline center clamp from 
W6EMT, a couple of end insulators, and as long a run of 450-ohm line as 
you need. Cost: about $30 or so. Then assemble as carefully as you 
would have done with a $100 kit. The kits are convenience, not 
improvements.

Hi Mike, a lot of people use this configuration. Here's what can happen. 
EZNEC sez that the SWR on 75m is around 20:1. Divide that into the 
characteristic impedance of the open wire line to see what the minimum 
impedance can be. 300/20=15 450/20=22.5 The 4:1 balun divides that 

by 4 resulting in 4-5 ohms at the tuner. As one can see, the balun has 
transformed the impedance in the wrong direction. OTOH, the maximum 
impedance possible is 450x20=9000 ohms. I don't know of a commercial 4:1 
balun that will match 9000 ohms on 75m. In general, the lossier the 
balun and tuner, the better the SWR. I know one can get lucky by 
accident but IMO it is better to get lucky on purpose. :-) A modeling 
program like EZNEC can come close to predicting what impedance the balun 
is seeing.

Sounds good to me, Earl. Ferrites use some type of epoxy binder to hold 
the ferrite powder together. The ferrite from the TV yokes should be good 
at low HF frequencies. Air gaps are bad news, so I would try to grind 
pretty fine, and pack it in the tube fairly tight. On first guess you 
could measure the inductance by shorting the center cable to the shield. 
Keep us posted!

Have had this=20 
recomended several times. So at the local Walmart,=20 
I found it and went home with it. I DONT LIKE IT!! 
I found it hard to use, incomplete/old/inaccurate=20 
artwork- a "complete" mess. 


I am one of those who recommends it. It is somewhat limited in=20 
capability, but the price is pretty good. I use the DOS version, not=20 
the Windows version, by the way, and will not comment on that one. =20 
They ARE incompatible with each other=97D0S will not read=20 

drawings done on Windows and vice versa. I use it heavily for my=20 

Idea Exchange column in the QRP Quarterly, and KI6DS uses it for=20 

the drawings he does in QRPp. 


As for =93incomplete/old/inaccurate artwork=94=97I think he refers to the= 
=20 

electronic symbols library that comes with it. I=92ve said that from=20 
Day One!!! The electronics symbols library is horribly incomplete, =20 
poorly done, etc. (I say the same thing about it that Beavis and=20 
Butthead would say.) The very first thing I did was to make up my=20 

own symbols library, which is vastly superior. No bragging, just=20 
plain, observable, provable fact! Mine has many more components,=20 

and they also line up nicely with the snap grid size that I like to use.=20 
Might not agree with the snap grid sizes that others might like to=20 

use, but works for me. My library is available at the qrp-l ftp area=20 
of lehigh.edu, under the tools subdirectory. It=92s actually a drawing=20 
with library attached, which is the way keyCAD is set up; all=20 

drawings that use a library have the complete library embedded in=20 

the drawing file, regardless of how many or how few of the symbols=20 

from the library are used. You just take the drawing, erase whatever=20 

is on the =93paper=94 and redraw with your own schematic, and save=20 
under a new file name. Making your own symbols is easy once you=20 


get the hang of it. Documentation, though, is minimal at best,=20 
particularly the on-disk help file. 


Hard to use? Anything you use is going to have a learning curve! =20 
Picking up KeyCAD is not too bad, if you have the time and=20 

patience, AND THE MANUAL, which makes it much easier than=20 

the on-line help. But even the book isn=92t all that great, and I=92d love= 
=20 

to write my own on it if I had the time. (And in some marketing=20 
schemes, such as the CD version, I think, you have to send them=20 

more money for the manual.) BTW, as I said above, I only know=20 

the DOS version. I had the opportunity to try the Windows version,=20 
and I had the same comments AC6LS did : - ) I did not have a lot=20 
of time to put into learning it=97and it IS quite different from the=20
